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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Soumiya's "estimated 
bandwidth" is not equivalent to Applicant's "effective bandwidth." Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Sounnlya teaches that the estinnated 
total bandwidth is equal to the estinnated bandwidth of all calls having a variable speed property (sustainatsle cell rate, Cs^k) and the 
estinnated bandwidth of alt calls having a fixed-speed property (peak cell rate, Gp'^k) (col. 17, lines 24-54; col. 18, lines 17-65; and col. 
20, line24-col. 21, line 30). Soumiya expressly discloses that this estimated bandwidth is calculated on a step-by-step basis since the 
calculation is performed each time a connection is requested. It is inherent in Soumiya that the estimated bandwidth is supplied at the 
end of the calculation since the estimated bandwidth is compared to the physical bandwidth to determine if a connection should be 
admitted. Further, while Applicant uses the term "effective bandwidth" and Soumiya uses "estimated bandwidth," for the above reasons, 
Examiner submits that the functionality of these limitations is equivalent. Examiner will not issue a patent where patentability is based 
merely on differences in terminology. Until Applicant provides a reason as to why the functionality of Applicant's claimed invention is 
different than the functionality of Soumiya's invention, Examiner will maintain the rejection of the claims. 
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
